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Established  by  the  Santa  Bar- 
bara High  School  District  in 
1911,  Santa  Barbara  City  College 
is  the  second  oldest  community 
college  in  California.  Discontin- 
ued shortly  after  World  War 
One,  the  college's  work  was 
largely  taken  over  by  what  was 
to  become  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, Santa  Barbara. 

Reorganized  in  1946,  the  insti- 
tution has  rapidly  expanded  to 
where  it  now  has  over  5,000  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  credit  classes, 
and  over  6,000  students  enrolled 
in  non-credit  classes.  The  college 
moved  to  its  present  permanent 
location  in  1959.  The  Mesa  cam- 
pus is  scheduled  for  completion 
by  1979.

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Channels  Continues 
Tradition  With 
Record  Year 

The  Channels,  which  has  won  five  straight  Ail-American 
honor  ratings  from  the  Associated  Collegiate  Press  at  the 
University  of  Minnesota,  smashed  many  of  its  own  records 
during  the  1970-71  year. 

Most  important  was  its  continued  independence.  Led  by 
the  careful  planning  of  Tim  Novoselski,  editor,  and  Melissa 
Rodriguez,  business  manager,  the  staff  expanded  its  news  and 
feature  coverage,  its  Letters  to  the  Editor  column,  and  its 
photojournalism,  including  process  color,  with  a  record  10 
eight  page  papers,  and  six  six  page  papers  in  the  fall  semes- 
ter. Both  of  the  first  issues  in  the  fall  and  spring  semesters 
featured  process  color. 

In  spite  of  the  recession  in  the  United  States,  Miss  Rodri- 
guez led  the  staff  to  a  record  year  in  advertising  to  pay  for 
the  expanded  services  to  the  reader. 

The  staff  was  built  around  the  energetic  Novoselski,  who 
was  sports  editor  as  a  freshman.  He  was  involved  in  every 
phase  of  the  operation — setting  the  editorial  tone,  making 
assignments,  writing  news,  features,  and  editorials,  copy- 
editing  and  editing  in  the  print  shop,  circulation  and  adver- 
tising. 

Novoselski  said  that  next  to  the  newspapers  independ- 
ence, his  greatest  satisfaction  for  the  year  came  in  the  record 
number  of  "sell  outs"  when  the  paper  was  distributed  on 
Friday  mornings.  "The  demand  for  the  paper  is  more  im- 
pOftant  than  the  national  ratings,"  said  the  editor. 

In  addition  to  Miss  Rodriguez,  he  received  outstanding 
support  from  other  officers:  Emily  Ann  Canfield  and  Sandy 
Burnett,  associate  editors;  Malcom  Stone,  sports  editor; 
William  Emil  Hertzberg,  chief  photographer  in  the  fall 
semester;  and  Diane  Rehtmeyer,  assistant  business  manager 
in  the  fall.  Miss  Canfield  wrote  a  record  of  51  stories  in  the 
fall  semester,  breaking  the  old  mark  of  40  set  by  John  M. 
Hansburv  in  the  spring  of  1970. 

Other  members  of  the  fall  staff  were  Jack  Drafahl,  photo- 
grapher; Bill  McNally  and  Jim  Phillips,  sports  writers;  and 
Tiffany  Porter,  Marny  Pearce,  Nora  Tong,  Ken  Kramer,  and 
Amy  Wilson. 

Hert/berg  and  Drafahl  completed  their  City  College  edu- 
cations in  the  fall  semester,  and  were  replaced  in  photo- 
graph v  by  Doug  Baribeau,  Doyle  Petersen  and  Loren  Herring.
